It required 
five weeks to hear the testimony and 
arguments of the attorneys and out of 
It grew* two trials for contempt of court 
in which the heaviest punishment ^ver 
Inflicted in the State for that offense 
was assessed by the juries. B. F. French 
being fined $5,000 and Felix Feltner 
fined $3,000 and sentenced to two years 
In Jftll. 

On account of the coat and interest 
growing out of the delays secured by 
Hargis and Callahan, against whom the 
verdict was given, the original sum of 
$8,000 has grown to nearly $12,000, the 
remainder of which will be paid shortly 
by the Breathitt county feud leaders.

Exciting Incidents in Trial Trips at 

St. Louis Yesterday. 

St. Louis, Oct. 22.—In preparation for 
the race of dirigible balloons or air¬ 
ships scheduled for to-morrow after¬ 
noon at 2 o'clock, three of the big cigar- 
ehaped vessels made trial nips to-day. 
One of them, the California Arrow, 
sailed by Oapt. Thomas G. Baldwin, of 
New York, performed In wonderful 
manner, and seemingly was capable of 
any feat desired by the pilot.

HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 
* OWENSBORO.

Oweneboro. Ky., Oct 22.—[Special.]— 
The one hundredth and sixth annual 
meeting of the Kentucky Synod of the 
Northern Presbyterian Church of Ken¬ 
tucky convened in Owensboro to-day. 
There are about 175 delegates in at¬ 
tendance. This is the first meeting of 
the synod since the union with the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. The 
feature of to-night’s session was the 
annual sermon, which w*as delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. William Porter Thurston, 
pastor of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, of this city. Following the an¬ 
nual sermon the election of a moder¬ 
ator took place, which resulted m the 
selection of the Rev. Dr. J S. Grider, 
of Smith's Grove. Dr. Grider was 
placed in nomination by M. V. P. Yea- 
man, of Harrodsburg, and his nomina¬ 
tion w*as seconded by Appellate Court 
Judge F. E. Settle, of Bowling Green. 

The feature of to-morrow’s session 
will be an address, which will be de¬ 
livered by Robert E. Speer, of New 
York, tvho is one of the most promi¬ 
nent Presbyterians in the United

SPEECH OF THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL OF OHIO. 


CIVIC FEDERATION MEETING. 


Chicago, Oct, 22.—The "trust" con- 
ferent? of the National Civic Federa¬ 
tion, which Is to continue for four days, 
opened here to-day. About 400 dele¬ 
gates were pres*n»t t representing forty- 
two States and approximately eighty 
different organizations of mercantile, 
civic and municipal character. 

President'Nicholas Murray Butler, of 
Columfbid University, the president of 
the federation, occupied the chair, and 
after calling the convention to order 
delivered an address. 

Wade N. Ellis, Attorney General of 
Ohio, spoke on “Present Principles 
fckiunciated by the New Organization 
of Attorneys General." 

Attorney General Bills said in part: 

“Two important facts must be recog¬ 
nized and accepted before any progress 
can be made in solving th* problem of 
tne trusts. The first of these is that 
honest co-operation Is needed to r:ght 
the wrongs, and. second, that honest 
co-operation Is no* one of the wrongs 
to be righted. 

“Let us be done with all rivalry be¬ 
tween State and Federal Jurisidetlon; 
let us indulge no timid fears 
about the perpetuity of our dual 
form of government and re¬ 
vive no bugaboos of a past gen¬ 
eration to frighten the souls c*f the un¬ 
wary. The trust question cannot be 
fenced up by Suite lines. Whether we 
will or not, It has become a national 
cause and it will have to be decided in 
a national forum. 

• • • 

Seek One Remedy. 


“The effort should be rather to seek 
one effectual remedy than to emphasize 
a conflict between many." 

He said that the most effective com¬ 
mission Is tDi.it organization through 
stock ownership, that there is no. In¬ 
herent power in one corporation to otvn 
the stock of another, and that the 
States which deny such ownership of 
stock are powerless to protect them¬ 
selves. All the chief combinations now 
In existence operate through State 
ownership. Congress can and should 
deny to Interstate commerce corpora¬ 
tions the power to own stock In other 
corporations, Congress having assumed 
and exercised the power to create In¬ 
terstate corporations. 

• • • 

Adoption of Common Law. 


Practical advantages, he said, would 
follow tiie denial to Interstate corpora¬ 
tions of the rignt to own stock In other 
corporations. There would be nothing 
startling or revolunonary in the act If 
Congress should pitss a general law on 
the subject. It would simply be an 
adoption of the common law—merely 
an extension of the policy already en¬ 
forced by Congress with respect to all 
corporations now created under its di¬ 
rect authority. II* d?id not predict that 
the policy suggested would .solve the 
problem of the trusts, but he s.iid it 
might remove th© obvious of ex¬ 

isting evils, and.fmore Important than 
all else, It would make the promoters 
of every great enterprise conduct It 
openly under one name. The battle for 
business would then be conducted with¬ 
out “concealed weapons," and the nat¬ 
ural growth of corporations would nut 
need to be retarded by a resort to gov¬ 
ernmental restrictions which op-pose 
sound economic laws.

MAYER & CO. ASSIGN. 

Failure Announced on Exchange in 

Final Hour of Trading. 

New York, Oct. 22.—The assignment 
of the Arm of Mayer & Co., brokers nnd 
members of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change, with liabilities amounting to 
$6,000,000. was announced on that ex¬ 
change during the final hour of trading 
to-d«y. Although ther had been rumors 
that the firm's condition was weak, th© 
extent of their liabilities was greatly in 
excess of the expectations of most of 
the traders. It was announced that the 
assets might be sufficient to meet the 
liabilities and that the firm hoped to 
resume business, offers of aid having 
been received. 

Depreciation in the values of securi¬ 
ties, which has been steadily In prog¬ 
ress for weeks and has culminated in 
severe declines within the past few 
days, was given as one of the causes 
of the failure. Another was the diffi¬ 
culty experienced in securing loans be¬ 
cause of the stringency In the money 
market, which developed unusual pro¬ 
portions late to-day. 

The firm of Mayer & Co. consists of 
Marcus Mayer, George R. Leslie and 
Abraham B. Baylis. The firm has been 
known a® holders of large interests in 
Delaware and Hudson railway stock, 
wihrtch has been the object of attack by 
speculators for a decline. They are 
also said to have been heavily interest¬ 
ed In Rending railway stock and the 
stock of other coal roads, the values of 
which have shared In th* general de¬ 
cline of prices. 

William F. Goldbeck was named as 
assignee. Bain bridge Colby, of the law 
firm of Alexander & Colby, counsel for 
the assignee, stated that with Judicious 
handling the assets miglii be sufficient!

Lancaster, 0 Ky.. Oct. 22.—[Special.]—

City Administration With¬ 
holds Health Ordinance. 


ELECTION OF MEN MAYOR 
WANTED NOT ASSURED. 


MR. BINGHAM ADVISES KILLING 
HOME TELEPHONE BILL. 


SOME NEW MEASURES READ. 


Finding that they were unable fo con¬ 
trol the vote of the lower board, and 
fearful lest a set of men might be elect¬ 
ed who would prove antagonistic to their 
plans. Mayor Bingham and those who 
worn behind him In the movement to 
create a City Board of Health failed to 
put the matter to an issue last night. As 
a result, it is likely that the Health 
Department will remain under the control 
of the Board of Public Safety at least 
until the present administration goes out 
of office.

Haw Mayor Bingham received assur¬ 
ance that his slate would go through 
the matter of creating a City Board of 
Health would undoubtedly have been gone 
into lust night. He said several days 
ago. however, that he favored the elec¬ 
tion of a non-partisan beard, and If In* 
could not have it he would rather have 
no City Board of Health at all 

Benjamin Howe's ordinance regulating 
the office of City Buyer, and incidentally 
increasing his own salary St.100 on the 
year, was Introduced In the lower board 
last night and referred to the Revision 
Committee. Should the ordinance pass it 
will cost the city $7,900 more a year to 
maintain the City Buyer's office than at 
present. The present cost of the Cltv 
Buyer's office to the city is $3,900 a year. 

Convinced that there was no longer 0 
chance to pass the ordinance creating a 
new franchise for the Home Telephone 
Company. Mayor Bingham last night sent 
a communication to the lower !>oard ail- 
vising the Revision Committee of that 
board to report the ordinance unfavorably, 
and also advising the Board of Council to 
reject it. His advice was acted upon. 

• • • 

More Money for Department Heads. 


An ordinance was introduced In the 
lower board, and passed, providing for 
increases in salaries of certain persons 
employed under the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty amounting to about $1,600 a year. It 
also provide* for the employment of two 
additional inspectors in the Health De¬ 
partment, one to be tin expert veterinar¬ 
ian, with a salary of $1,800 a year, and 
the other to be a dairy expert, who shall 
receive a salary of 41.500 a year, making 
a total increase Jn salaries under the 
Board of Public Safety of $ 4 , 90 n ft year 
Among those who will be benefited ir the 
ordinance passes the upper board are the 
superintendent of the City Hospital, the 
superlntenednt of the Eruptive Hospital, 
the secretary In the office of the Health 
Department and the secretary at the City 
Hospital. 

The ordlnaco which Passed the upper 
board at the last meeting night, appro¬ 
priating $10,000 to be used In securing for 
Louisville the next National Democratic 
convention, passed the lower board. An 
ordinance was also Introduced in the 
lower board appropriating $1,000 to be 
used In defraying the expenses of the 
State Development Association meeting io 
be held In Louisville next month. 

The upper board was in session only 
ten minutes last night. All that was done 
hy that board wa* to pass an ordinance 
appropriating an additional $2,700 to be 
used In the reconstruction of streets. Both 
boards adjourned to meet again next 
Tuesday night. 


STRIKERS’ DEMAND REFUSED. 

Henderson Street Railway Company 
Replies to Motormen. 

Henderson. Ky.. Oct. 22.—Tho Hen¬ 
derson Traction Company declined to 
consider the demands of the striking 
motormen presented yesterday, ami 
which were for increased wages and 
recognition of .the union. 

The company gave out a statement 
that as the motormen went out with¬ 
out due notice and because they de¬ 
clined to continue working under su¬ 
perintendent Lyne, it did not consider 
that granting the demands would set¬ 
tle differences, as the motormen entered 
the union since ihc strike.

MOORS RUN 
THE FRENCH 


Drudes Force Driven Back 
To City Walls. 


Spanish Warship Called On 
For Aid. 


Castle Containing Half a 
Million Is In Danger. 


BLOODY SABER SLAUGHTER. 


Tangier, Oct. 22.—According to semi¬ 
official Information received at the 
Spanish legation here to-day the French 
forces at Ca«L Blanca under the com¬ 
mand of Gen. Drude suffered a serious 
repulse at the hands of the Moors yes¬ 
terday. Moorish troops, estimated to 
number 7,000 men and equipped with 
field guns and modern rifles, not only 
drove the French back to the city walls, 
but menaced the town to the extent that 
the French authorities found it expedi¬ 
ent to request aid from a Spanish war¬ 
ship in the harbor to repel the attack. 

Castle Anfloos, located at Tinsourln, 
near Mogndor. which is known to hold 
half a million dollars. Is endangered by 
the advance of the third division under 
Mulai Hafld. The castle is being de¬ 
fended by Cald Anfloos himself, who 
represents Sultan Abd-el-Aziz in the 
south. 

The French troopship Artois left here 
to-night hurriedly*with troops and ma¬ 
chine guns on board. This force Is go¬ 
ing to the assistance of C'aid Anfloos. 

The transportation of troops is seri¬ 
ously hampered by the lack of ships 
and the outrageous charges of the 
transportation companies. 


MOORS OUT FOR BLOOD. 


French Column Saved From Annihi¬ 
lation by Arrival of Reinforce¬ 
ments. 

Casa Blanca. Sunday. Oct 20. via 
Tangier. Oct. 22.—Timely arrival of 
Gen. Drude with re-enforcements alone 
fhvcJ Col. DeFretay’s reconnoltering 
column from annihilation yesterday. 
The troops, which were sent out to 
search for the body of a Frenchman 
named Kuntzer. woh had wandered 
from the camp and was murdered, con¬ 
sisted of a detachment of cavalry, two 
companies of Infantry and a section of 
a rapid fire gun battery* On arriving 
at Alvarez .1 group of sixty Moorish 
ohrsemen was seen on top of a mound. 
Col. DeFretay ordered a squad of reg¬ 
ular Algerian cavalry to give chase and 
a hot pursuit was kept up for about 
three miles when suddenly the hills be¬ 
yond were seen to be swarming with 
horseman. The Algerian troops, real¬ 
izing that they had fallen into a trap, 
retired slowly. 

• • • 

Critical Situation. 


The Moors, who were constantly 
being re-enforced, then began a circling 
movement with the object of turning 
the Fro ch position, but were moment¬ 
arily checked by tne sus;alned ft.e of 
the infantry and a hail of bullets from 
the rapid-fire guns. Nevertheless, the 
situation was growing critical. Fully 
five thousand white-clad Mo rlsh war¬ 
riors threatened to overwhelm Col. 
DeFretay’s. when Qjn. Drude, who ar¬ 
rived upon the Moorish fiank unper- 
celved, with two companies of infantry, 
two batteries of fiel 1 guns and anotner 
section of the rapid-fire guns battery, 
opened on the enemy with all his guns. 
• • • 

Slaughter With Sabers. 


The Moors were taken completely by 
surprise, and taking advantage of the 
confusion into which the natives were 
thrown, Gen. Drude quickly massed 
and launched his calvary into a furious 
charge on the Moors, remiting in fierce 
hand-to-hand fighting, the French 
troopers and Algerian irregulars saber¬ 
ing the emmy rLht and left. 

The Moors wore unable to withstand 
the attack and broke and fled. 

The French losses were Captain Ihler, 
killed: Jerdey. a private of the Chas¬ 
seurs Affrlque. who was wounded and 
carried by his frantic horse Into the 
thick of the enemy, by whom he was 
decapitated and horribly mutilated, and 
another Ohaaseur Affrique. who was

back to the camp. Over sixty Moors 
were left dead on the field, the majority 
being killed by the saber.

French Cruiser Assists. 


During the height of the combat the 
French cruiser Glolre changed her 
anchorage and dropped shells among 
the Moors. 

After the French charge Gen. Drude 
former his troops into two , hollow 
squares and moved Eastward toward*! 
his camp under the cover of the artil¬ 
lery. The Moors several times reform¬ 
ed and charged* hut never came closer 
than about one thousand yard.*. 

Gen, Drude took back to camp the 
bod it g of nine Moors which were ex¬ 
posed In front of the Masque at Uaca 
Blanca, for the purpose of disproving 
the reports spread among the natives 
that the French bullets were powerless 
to kill the followers of Islim. 

The Moors participating in the attack 
were two of Mulai Hafid’s arm.es. unit- 
cd under Mulai Ruchld. 

In addition to the officer and two men 
killed and nine who were wounded, th • 
French loss nineteen horses killed and 
seventeen wounded.

BANNER NIGHT 


In Owen Tyler's Campaign 
For Mayoralty. 


SPOKE TO ESTIMATED TOTAL OF 
2,500 VOTERS. 


MANY WOMEN ALSO GATHERED 
TO HEAR HIM. 


ASTONISHED AT CROWDS. 


Exclusive of the women and children 
which numbered several hundred at 
the different meetings and whose pres¬ 
ence was most gratifying to the Dem¬ 
ocratic speakers, it was estimated last 
night that Owen Tyler, Democratic 
nominee for Mayor, spoke to 2.500 vot¬ 
ers at the five Democratic meetings 
held In the city last night. Mr. Tyler 
said himself that it was the banner

Mr. Tyler 
spoke to a crowd estimated at 800 vot¬ 
ers and a large number of women at 
Eighteenth and Broadway, the meeting 
being held under the direction of the 
West End Colonial Club. At Twenty- 
sixth and Slevin streets fully 700 voters. 
It is estimated, beard Mr. Tyler His 
last speech was made at Sixteenth 
street and High avenue, where 200 
voters cheered him to the echo. It was 
10 o'clock when Mr. Tyler reached this 
point, which was an open-air meeting 
Held under the direction of the Mary 
Ann Club. Many left before Mr. Tyler 
arrived, thfr king that he would not be 
able to speak, having had to reach so 
many other places.

“What Has Mr. Grinstead DoneP” 


At every place he spoke last night 
Mr. Tyler told his hearers that he was 
proud of the issue that he had made in 
the campaign, and that he Intended to 
stand by it to the very last. He chal¬ 
lenged the followers of W. F. Grin- 
stead, the Republican nominee for 
Mayor, to show where their candidate 
had ever done anything toward the up¬ 
building of the city of Louisville, and 
he asked them to show where he had 
any claims whatever on the people. He 
declared that he had no record save 
that of a grocer who has done nothing 
for the public good. 

"The Republican papers said to-day 
that Mr. Grinstead spoke at a certain 
place 'to 500 voters, but by actual count 
that meeting did not number over fifty 
persons.

“Business.” 

Tuesday Evening. Oct. 22.—Further ad¬ 
verse developments affecting the New 
York bonking situation caused demoral¬ 
ization in the New York Sl^ck Exchange 
market. Prices ran off l to 10 points, 
but rallied a point or two In the last hour. 
There was heavy selling of bonds and a 
shaving in prices of many Issues. 

Money on call was excited and strong, 
rates ranging between 6 and 70 per cent., 
with the ruling rate 45 to 50. The closing 
loan was at 6 per cent. Time loans were 
nominal ftt 6 to 6Mr- Sterling exchange 
was heavy. 

The Chicago wheat fuirket was weak, 
heavy selling being caused by the weak¬ 
ness In the New York bank and stcck 
market situation. The December delivery 
closed 34c net lower. Corn was off V -c 
and oats were lower.

The Bureau of Industries of the Lou¬ 
isville Commercial Club has term In¬ 
corporated.

To assume that ther*? is the slightest 
lack of sincerity in the repentance of 
Curtis Jett, and his professions of 
faith In the Christian religion, would 
be to make rash accusations that are 
unwarrantable even in the case of the 
most confirmed criminal. It Is to be 
hoped that the much misguided nephew 
of James Hargis has truly repented, 
and earnestly sought consolation in the 
bosom of the church. 

It is not wholly improbable thu^ re¬ 
straint and religious influences, 
coupled with s?paration from older and 
worse criminals for whom he played

Mississippi and Louisiana and in por¬ 
tions of Tennessee and Arkansas all 
apprehensions of an overflow. 

The pfbgramme here laid out is one 
of the most far-reichlng in character. It 
involves an Immense expenditure, the 
extent of which can hardly be esti¬ 
mated.

He recom¬ 
mended, however, that the big 
rivers be taken first. Thte he explain¬ 
ed to mean the Mississippi an I its 
most prominent tributaries. He thought 
U Important that the plan adopted for 
this purpose should be well considered. 
There must be no Jobbery, and besides 
we must start on principles that will 
prevent waste, extravagance and mis¬ 
application of effort. He deprecated 
the Idea that men In their anxiety to 
serve some particular district should 
seek appropriations for a little bit of a 
river there or a little bit of a harbor 
over yonder. 

Just how these men who wish to 
serve these particular districts are to 
be prevented from seeking to get appro¬ 
priations the President does not tell us. 
nor Is it easy to eee. The truth is 
that the prospective adoption of great 
schemes for certain waterways is an 
Incentive to others to seek to profit by 
the proposed extension of our ex¬ 
penditures. For example, there Is to 
be held In Philadelphia next month a 
convention of the Representatives of 
the Eastern States. They propose to 
derfland an inland canal from Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay to the Gulf. As* nature 
has provided a waterway from Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay to the Gulf there does 
not seem to be any Immediate 
need of so great an Internal canal, 
though it might he of considerable 
utility. The suggestion Is made, how¬ 
ever. that there may be a disposition 
so to overload the project of improving 
our waterways that It will fall by Us 
own weight. It is Intimated that the 
improvement of the channel of the MU- 
stasippi would divert to that avenue 
of commerce much of the freight that 
Is now laboriously hauled to Atlantic 
seaports. It If not at all improbable 
that this consideration affects the minds 
of some. But It is impossible to enter 
upon a great plan for improving the 
Mississippi and Its tributaries Involv¬ 
ing the expenditure of hundreds of 
millions of dollars, w ithout calling into

designs, would never have been any¬ 
thing but r brawler. As a hound Is 
taught tp ’*.u^t de£r Jett was taught 
to assassinate the neighbors at such 
times as the social atmosphere In Jack- 
son needed clarifying. And as the 
hound baying upon the trail of the 
stag, he thrilled with a sense of 
achievement as he approached the 
business of Getting daylight through an 
unsuspecting victim of the murder syn¬ 
dicate. There Is no reason why a crea¬ 
ture so weak should not reform In 
prison. 

Rumors of long standing that James 
Hargis still hopes to secure a pardon 
for Jett, ami that a part of the plan is 
for Jett to become a model prisoner 
are doubtless unfounded. 

The reputation of the State has suf¬ 
fered seriously from the infamous pro¬ 
ceedings In court and oat of court that 
have frustrated the attempts of certain 
honest officers of the law to prosecute 
the murderers of Marcum. Cox and 
Cockrill. What Is left of it would be 
gone if Jett should be pardoned, and 
the Executive over whose signature 
such a pardon could be written would 
be disgraced before the Ink upon the 
paper could dry. 

As notorious us has been the course 
of the highest authorities In handling 
Breathitt affairs it is unbelievable that 
there exists the slightest opportunity 
for Judge Hargis to get his nephew out 
of the penitentiary. Let us hope that 
Jett understands this and that his 
reformation Is for the benefit of his im¬ 
mortal soul and not ^ur the improve¬ 
ment of his chances of regaining his 
liberty through the influence of the all- 
powerful “good uncle” in Jackson. 


Mr. Edison’s $1,000 House. 

Labor-saving, time-saving, money- 
saving devices are the order of the age. 
People want things to como easily, 
quickly and cheaply. The man who 
invents contrivances that contribute ;o 
such demands piles up a fortune. Rath¬ 
er the person who purchase* the 
patent rights to such Inventions from 
thq Inventor gets the fortune In most 
cases. After witnessing the vast pro¬ 
cession of Inventions belonging to the 
class described, we come at last to the 
three-story house that Is built in a 
day at a cost of $1,000. * Perhaps it were 
more exact to say the house comes to 
us. It has arrived, fit any rate, and 
through the medium of Thomop A. 
Edison. It is the latest production Of 
his genius. 

Mr. E Ison’s lightning house is con¬ 
structed with a system of iron moulds 
and a mixture composed of cement, 
sand end crushed stone. The moulds 
are erected simply and ea i y, the mix¬ 
ture is poured into them at the'top 
and at the end of the day they are 
filled, and. presto! the house is finished. 
In six days more the composition w II 
have hardened. The stairs and floors 
are constructed of the composition by 
means of the moulds. The only part of 
the* building not formed of this ma- 


sIgns. There will be an emphasized 
sameness among houses built with 
them. The element of Individuality 
w*l l be l icking. The p rson of m an*, 
who likes to have his house built in 
his own w;.y and according to his own 
architectural taste, will continue to 
employ artistic designers, masons and 
carpenters just as before. So the 
moulded house will no: be for him. Its 
adaptability Is to the needs and com¬ 
fort of the sma'l puise. The long lines 
of Identical buildings—one by one, for 
blocks and blocks, ready-rnade, ma¬ 
chine-made, regular and stale—may 
not be Inviting to the eye. They may 
Jar the nerves and sensibilities of par¬ 
sons who dare to h^ive aesthetic ideals. 
They may result In suburbs that are 
neither things of beauty nor joys for¬ 
ever. This circumstance, however, 
need have little effect a3 a deterrent to 
the man of family who seeks to own his 
own home or to get a habitable house 
for a low' rent. The invention, there¬ 
fore, may be classed as a prospective 
blessing for the poor. It opens up the 
promise of airier, brighter, cleaner, 
more healthful homes for the lowly 
families who in great cities are now 
forced to live in wre;chtd hovels. Im¬ 
portant as is aes he;i* qual ty, humjne 
considerations are not to be despised. 
There is good reasons for persons or 
humane Impulses to hail Mr. Edison's 
moulded house as a thing of benevolent 
utility. __ 

The Doom of the Taft Boom. 

William H. Taft has sealed his doom 
as a presidential candidate. Across 
8.000 miles of sunlit sea and a broad, 
substantial cdhtlnent there comes the 
news of a terrible scandal in the 
Orient. Secretary Taft has accepted a 
loving cup ns a crift from a lawless 
body of men known as the Manila As¬ 
sembly. He has branded himself as 
being infinitely worse than Mr. 
Fairbanks, who suffered forty cocktails 
to be served, but who never drank one 
in his life, and would not be able to tell 
the difference between a Manhattan 
and a Martini if he were compelled to 
testify under oath. * 

What, fellow' citizens, and members 
of the W. C. T. U.. Is a loving cup? It 
is a vessel between the size of a wash- 
bowl and <a gourd, fashioned for two- 
handed drinking, and usually filled 
wdth juleps or punch In bulk. The 
drinker seizes it by convenient handles 
on each side, elevates it above the 
level of his lips, and pours a part of 
a veritable sea of stimulant down his 
throat. He passes it to the Inebriate 
at his elbow' and encourages him to 
commit a similar offense against de¬ 
cency and temperance.

The ar¬ 
rest Is the flrs.t At several on warrants 
emanating from the Bourbon Circuit 
Court in the cap 's of J* D. McClintock. 
a prominent Republican, against six 
members of the Republican County 
Committee and Secretary Thompson 
for slander. The cn^ea were tried at 
the June term of court, and resulted 
In a verdict of $1,500 In each case in 
favor of McClintock. A few days after 
the finding of the verdict the* defend¬ 
ants filed proceedings in bankruptcy in 
the United State* Court and last week 
five of them. Including Thompson, re¬ 
ceived their final discharge.

Frank Long Gave Henry 0. 
SlAer His Death Wound. 


BETHLEHEM, IND., STIRRED UP 
BY BLOODY TRAGEDY. 


VICTIM AND ALLEGED ASSAIL¬ 
ANT CAME TO KENTUCKY. 


DR. S. C. M’CLURE ARRESTED. 


Henry O. Slater was shot and fatally 
wounded on Monday night by Frank Long 
In the hitter’s houseboat home at Beth¬ 
lehem, Ind., and d.ed at the Louisville 
City Hospital at 9:30 o'clock last night 
while on the operating table. Of the three 
bullets which took effect one enteied 
Slater’s stomach, another lodged in the 
thorax and a third entered thfc abdomen. 
This last one could not be found, and 
the man died while the invision was be¬ 
ing closed. 

It Is generally said that there Is a 
feeling at Bethlehem that Long Acted in 
Bolf-defense in protecting his home, but 
he came to Kentucky In a skiff arter the 
shooting. During the affair Long’s wile, 
Mrs. Minnie Long, was shot in the arm, 
but not badly hurt. With her three little 
children she crossed to Kentucky yester¬ 
day morning. Later in the day her father, 
whose name is Wootl*. brought the znan- 
tyboat in which the Longs lived to the 
Kentucky side. 

The trouble originated over a trip made 
by Mrs. Long to Louisville, from which 
she returned on Monday nighL Accord¬ 
ing to the story that comes irom Bethle¬ 
hem. Mrs. Long was accompanied home 
by Slater, and when he Insisted on tak¬ 
ing charge of the shantyboat and putting 
Long off, the latter rebelled and, securing 
a .3S-calibor revolver, began shooting at 
Slater. One shot struck him In the ab¬ 
domen and he fell In a heap. Another 
shot struck Mrs. Long In the arm. wound¬ 
ing her sltghtly. 

Mrs. Long gave the alarm that Slater 
had been shot and Dr James A. Murrett 
was summoned. He made an examination 
of Slater’s wounds, and gave It bus 4ib§ 
opinion they would prove fatal, especially 
il' the Injured man remained on the boat, 
lie said his life might be saved If he was 
a ken to a hospital where he could be op¬ 
erated upon Dr. Muiett gave It as his 
belief that the bullet had penetrated the 
intestines and had gone into one of the 
kidneys. As soon as the Helen Gould, on 
which Slater went to Bethlehem the night 
before, came down yesterday afternoon 
the wounded nmn was placed aboard oi 
her and brought to Louisville. 

The boat stopped at Utica to unload 
some freight, and Mm. S ater and her lit¬ 
tle daughter. May Slater, six year* old. 
went aboard the steamer to see the 
w’ounded man. They remained until the 
boat began to gel ready to pull out. and 
Mrs. Sluter's brotfci, Harry Lewis, went 
aboard the craft to get the two off. but 
was not soon enough, and the three were 
carried to Louisville, returning to Watson 
last night on the lnterurban line. 

Mrs. Sinter was granted a divorce three 
weeks ;tgo to-day In the Clurk Circuit 
Court at Jeffersonville, she having filed a 
complaint last June. In this she set forth 
that she was married to Slater on Novem¬ 
ber 7. 1898. and a separation followed In 
June, 1906. It was charged the defendant 
had failed to provide for the plaintiff and 
his child, and that finally he abandoned 
hts family’ At the time of the 
marriage the bride was the di¬ 
vorced wife of Edward Colvin, to 
whom she was married on January 21. 
1896 and. according to the complainant 
was deserted at the altar, they never huv 
Jng lived together. Originally Mrs. Slatei 
was Miss Dolllc Lewis, and a month after 
the divorce was granted her from Colvin. 
September 30, 1898, she was married to 
Sheer. 

Sinter was twenty-five years of ng> and 
had lived a! Floral Heights. His brother, 
William Slater, lives at Quincy and W^b 
ster streets. Louisville.

NEW GOLF RULES ARE 
PRONOUNCED GOOD 


United States Association, To 
Send Report To Parent 
Body In Scotland. 


N EW YORK, Oct. 22—A subcommit¬ 
tee of the United States Golf As¬ 
sociation Executive Board—Pres¬ 
ident Daniel Chsiuncey, W. Fel- 
lowes Morgan and Leighton Calkins—wj 11 
prepare a summary of the opinions of 
American golfers on the playing rules. 

After their report has been submitted 
to tho Legislative Committee It will be 
sent to the Rules Committee of the Royal 
and Ancient Golf Club, at St. Andrews, 
Scotland. 

The St. Andrews Committee, as a re¬ 
sult of recent correspondence, has vol¬ 
unteered to send an advance copy of the 
new rules to this country for suggestions 
before bringing out the next revision In 
May. The American committee will eamd 
Us consensus of ideas without awa.l ng 
the advance copy In order to save time 
nnd to facilitate the work of the St. An¬ 
drews committee. 

All clubs In the United States Golf As¬ 
sociation have been asked for views on 
the present rules and penalties. The sub¬ 
committee Is now collating the opinions 
from the answers, and they will ho em¬ 
bodies In Us consensus. 

iVactleally the rub's are pronounced 
good In substance, but there an* objec¬ 
tions regarding the undue severity of 
certain penalties and of the too lenient 
nature of others. 1 

The trend of opinion, however, is almost 
unanimous in urging a change of wording 
and a rearrangement of the rules to make 
them a better working code. 

The report to he sent to St. Andrews 
will contain a codification of the rules, to 
make t hem easier of apprehension when a 
Judgment Is needed on any act of a player 
from the tee to the putting green, a* 
Americans would acquit themselves of the 
task If they had the final word.

In a maas-meeting held yesterday ^aft¬

adopting of trie resolutions fol.owea the 
epeccbce of the Itcv. T. M. Hawes, the 
Rev. M. P. Hunt and Col. Thomas W. 
Bullitt. The room, which seats about 30). 
was well tilled . 

The resolution adopted Included a, clause 
tliat every poll on election day bfiould 
have one or more women near at hand 
to help wehk ami spiritless men to vote 
for a dry Sabbath. The influence or 
woman is powerful and far reaching, 
sold Col. Bullitt, at whose suggesaon 
the clause in the resolution to have 
women at the polls was Incorporated. 
•‘Women at the polls will make for or¬ 
der and their argument* to the vo»er* a* 
they enter the booths to cast their bal¬ 
lots will have a te.ling effect" 
see 

Will Both Fast and Pray. 


Besides working from now until the 
end of tho campaign to make votes. t$k» 
women present yesterday pledged tlum- 
selve* to assemble in one of the city s 
largest churches at different times dur¬ 
ing ©lection day and fact and pray lor 
the closing of saloons on Sunday. The 
women agreed to hold regular meetiiign 
from now until November 5 in different 
parts of the city and to carry the cam¬ 
paign into every church In Louisville. 
Mas:—inceiings were talked about for 
every churcn and chapel In Louisville. It 
is the Intention to enlist the women of all 
the churches in a fight for a closed town. 

Every point the three speaker# made 
received a generous acknowledgment 
of applause. The speakers Ini¬ 
tiated the women Into the mysteries of 
•‘platforms, planks, Australian ballots, 
official, graft, oath of office," and a host 
of oth\r campaign phrases and capital, 
and they listened to It all with a re¬ 
markable show of patience and interest. 

But the bug. live Issue, which almost 
to a unanimity thev seemed to Indorse 
and believe t.h4v oboaild light for. wa» the 
ctuesuion of keeping the snloons closed mi 
Blind.iv Mention of doing away wl-th 
gambling and vice of all kinds w.ts 
o.sn well received. Before and after the 
meeting temperance literature was dis¬ 
tributed and although It dealt with the 
closing of ihe satooro on Sunday, it had 
no local application except In a general 

way.

Dr. Hunt Wants Fifty Men. 


The Rev. M. P. Hunt startled hi* aud¬ 
ience by saying that If he had fifty fear¬ 
less and courageous men to piny the part 
of •leuth# be cou.d dose up *a!o«jnrf that 
the police and detectives wore overlook¬ 
ing "Every Sunday since the lid order 
went effect," the Rev. Hunt said In sub¬ 
stance, "my telephone has been busy with 
calls telWng me of saloon* that were open. 
Although an effort 1 h being made to en¬ 
force tho Sunday law. I believe. In (act 
I know, back doors and side eat ounces 
are bring utilised and the police ana de¬ 
tectives are being hoodwinked. 

"Give me the men and I’ll take out 
enough warrants to stop Sunday open¬ 
ing." Mr. Hunt at this point reached a 
dramatic climax and carried the women 
Into a state of compressed excitement by 
telling of an outrage that was brought 
upon one ot his workers who had se¬ 
cured u warrant for ihe arrest of a 
woman saloonkeeper. 

"A mob assembled In front of his 
house and yelled through the window* 
that they wore going to lynch him," the 
Rev. Mr Hunt said. "H^ wa* not home 
at tho time, but the shock to his wife’e 
nerve* ha* forced her to take to her 
bed. It was necessary to call the police 
to dispel the mob so that my worker 
could come to his home In safety. But 
the damage to hi* wife’s health had 
been wrought." 

Col. Thomas Bullitt In hi* speech told 
of the Influence of womanhood and The 
necessity for Its use In what he termed u 
crisis. The Rev. T. M. Hftwes Indorsed 
tho talks of the other men. Mr*. Ha- 
gelman, of Beecnmonu a temperance work, 
er, said a few words in which siie de¬ 
clared that there was every reason to 
believe that the women would meet with 
success In their undertaking for a dry 
town on Sunday. The expense of tho 
meetings will be met by popular sub¬ 
scription.

Washington, Oct. 22. — [Special.] — 
Anyone would Imagine, by the flourish 
of trumpets with which the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice announces its latest 
move on the Tobacco Trust, that lit had 
I accomplished a great deal by seizing 
the trust goods in transit under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Yet this law 
was enacted in July, 1890, and at any 
time within the last seventeen years a 
similar case could have been brought 
to the courts by the Attorney General. 
This Is especially the case within the 
past ten years, during which combina¬ 
tions have made such gigantic strides. 

It la not unlikely that the belated ac¬ 
tion of tho Department of Justice will 
also be ’applied to the Standard Oil. 
fertilizer, powder, coal and other 
trusts, proceedings for the dissolution 
of which are still pending. If the law 
permits the seizure and condemnation 
of one trust’g goods In Interstate and 
foreign commerce, there Is nothing to 
prevent the seizure of products of other 
trusts. 

High Handed, Say Trust Lawyers. 

Corporation lawyers characterize the 
Government's latest action as high¬ 
handed. They say the section of the 
law invoked Is aimed only to give the- 
Federal authorities final power to stop 
an illegal corporation doing business 
after It has been so declared by the 
courts In case of a refusal to obey the 
court's order. These lawyers declare 
that the lawmakers never Intended to 
give the Federal authorities the off¬ 
hand right to stamp a corporation as 
illegal and furnish the weapon of dras¬ 
tic enforcement without due proces* of 
law.

Another Applicant for Collectorship. 

The application of Woodford Miller, 
of Big Bone. Ky., for the Sixth district 
collectorship was to-aay received at 
the White House. Mr. Miller Is the 
third Kentucky Republican who has 
formally applied for the Job, the other 
two being E. A. H. Beyland and A. R. 
Mullins, of Covington. Secretary Cor- 
telyou. who will control the appoint¬ 
ment. said to-day that he had not had 
time to take the matter up. The ap¬ 
pointment may not be made before the 
Election, nnd perhaps not until Con¬ 
gress convenes. The President returns 
to Washington to-morrow, und will 
then take the matter up with Mr. Cor- 
telyou.

More Special Delivery Letters. 

The rule recently promulgated by 
Postmaster General Meyer, pernTltting 
the use of postage stamps of any de¬ 
nomination to secure special delivery 
privileges i a working well. 

Postmaster Bafhes. of the Washing¬ 
ton office, estimates that about one- 
fourth of the special delivery letters 
are now mailed with the one an 1 two- 
cent stamp* instead of the special de¬ 
livery stamp. Mr. Barnes finds also a 
considerable Increase in the special de¬ 
livery business, which Is attributed to 
the new regulation. 

"The public should keep in mind." 
said Mr. Barnes, "that the special de¬ 
livery business, which is attributed to 
the regular postage charge. When the 
ordinary stamps are used the words 
'special delivery* should be written 
directly under the stamps."

Still Hanging Fire. 

The Secretary of Agriculture paid to¬ 
day that ho had as yet received no 
official Information from the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice to the effect that there 
would be no ten can* of the whisky 
labeling provision of the Pure Food 
Act. The Secretary added that ms soon 
as he obtained the word from the legal 
branch he could immediately furnish 
the cases for prosecution.

Thomas D. Knight, president rf the 
Chicago Hamilton Club, arrived In 
Washington this morning to put Chi¬ 
cago’s claim for the Republican Nation¬ 
al Convention before Chairman New.

He even goes further and predicts that 
he will capture the Democrat'e conv n- 
j tlon as well.

DEMOCRATIC WORKERS TAKE 
HAND IN PURGING OF LISTS. 


Laura Turner, the thirtoen-year-old 
girl to whom poison In the form of mor¬ 
phine and whisky Is alleged to huve been 
given Monday night bv Alex Evans and 
John Bell, two young men. regained con¬ 
sciousness for the first time shortly after 
noon yesterday, but remains in a critical 
condition. The girl, who resides at the 
home of her aunt, Mrs. W. M. Turner, 
at 1508 West Madison street, made 
known the alleged facts connected with 
the administering of the poison, It Is 
said, when she came out front under the 
Influence of the drug for only a few 
minutes yesterday afternoon. 

Her foster parent, Mrs. Turner, said 
that the reason Laura was permitted to 
leave the house on Monday evening was 
that sho told her that she had been in¬ 
vited to a party at the home of Alex 
Evans. Mrs. Turner said that the Evans 
boy had been In the custom of calling at 
the house to sec Laura at frequent times 
for the past several weeks, but that her 
husband. William II. Turner, had not 
liked him of late and that he had driven 
him away on numerous occasions.

Evans Ordered From Home. 


About a wce rt ago, it was said, when 
young Evans visited the Turner home he 
was ordered to leave by Mr. Tumor, and 
when ho did not the latter threatened to 
throw a brick af him. 

When the girl told of the Invitation 
which she hud to a part- at the Evans 
home last night and asked to go. Mrs 
Tumor says that she at first refused to 
permit her. hut after the girl begged and 
insisted and said that the Evans boy was 
really a nice fellow, she told her that sho 
might go it Marvin Turner would accom¬ 
pany her. Marvin Is a seventeen-year- 
old boy, a first cousin of the girl and a 
nephew to Mrs. Turner, and whom she 
has also taken to rear. The two left homo 
together, Mrs. Turner said, about 7 
o’clock. 

When Ioiura Turner revived yesterday 
her aunt says that she said: 

"When Marvin and l had gone only a 
few blocks wo met Alex Evans and John 
Bell as they came around the corner of 
a street. We all stood at the comer for 
several minutes, and after the two other 
boys asked Marvin several times where 
he was going he turned and went back 
home. Then Alex told me that the party 
had been postponed and that It would 
not be given until Thursduy. In a few 
minutes Afex left, but John stood and 
talked to me. Alex was gone for about 
ten minutes, and when he returned he 
said that he had bought some soda water 
and handed me a bottle. It whs in that 
kind of a bottle, and I drank nl.nost all 
Of It. That’s the last I remember."

Charged With Administering Poison. 


The arrest of Evans, which was made 
Monday night by Corporal Lee, who was 
off duty and discovered the two boys 
supporting the girl at Fifteenth and Mad¬ 
ison streets, was followed this morning 
by the arrest of Bell, who was captured 
ai his home before he was out of bed. 
Evans works at the National Tobacco 
Factors’ and -.ell Is a clerk at a depart¬ 
ment store. 

When the two youths were presented 
in Police Court yesterduy morning the 
charge was changed from that of sus¬ 
pected felons to administering poison, 
made at the Instance o the attending 
physicians. Dr. A. V. Jones and Dr. J B. 
Ferguson. Both gave bond early yes¬ 
terday afternoon in the amount of $300. 

Dr*. Ferguson and Jones, who worked 
with the Turner girl constantly fdr eight 
hours after she was first taken to her 
home, and who have made frequent visits 
since, said yesterday that the girl was 
In a critical condition. While her recov¬ 
ery Is thought likely, they say that It Is 
by no means assured. After temporary 
consciousness was resumed early yester¬ 
day afternoon the Turner girl again 
swooned and her condition did not seem 
to be Improved in the slightest. Both 
the parents of the Turner girl are dead 
and she hns lived with her aunt and 
uncle. Mr. and Mrs. William Turner, for 
the past ten years. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Turner arc more . ian sixty years of age. 

Fireman Acknowledges Bankruptcy.
